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TRAVELLER’ S TIPS 


Getting To Malaysia 

Getting to Malaysia is very easy 
with more than 20 airlines 
serving the country from all over 
the world. Gateway cities are 
Kuala Lumpur, Penang, Kuantan, 
Johor Bahru, Kota Kinabalu and 
Kuching if you come by air. By 
sea, you will arrive at Penang, 
Port Kelang, Kuantan, Kuching 
or Kota Kinabalu. A, road 
network from Singapore to 
Thailand allows you to drive 
from either of these points into 
Malaysia. 


The Government 

Malaysia enjoys a parliamentary 
democracy. The supreme head of 
state is the King, a constitutional 
monarch elected for a term of 
five years at the Conference of 
Rulers. 


The Head of Government is the 
Prime Minister who is the leader 
of the party which commands 
the majority of seats in Parliament. 


The Language 

The national language is Bahasa 
Malaysia but English is widely 
spoken as it is taught in all 
schools. English is also commonly 
used in business transactions. 


The Climate 

Generally warm throughout the 
year with temperatures ranging 
from 21°C to 32°C. Humidity is 
high all year round. The rainy 
season of the East Coast of 
Peninsular Malaysia and the 
north-eastern part of Sabah is 
during the months of November 
to February. April, May and 
October are usually the wet 
months of the West Coast of 
Peninsular Malaysia. 2 


The Currency 

The unit of currency is the 
Malaysian Ringgit which is 
divided into 100 sen. Currency 


notes are issued in denominations 
of 1, 5, 10, 20, 50, 100, 500 and 
1,000 ringgit. Coins are issued in 
1, 5, 10, 20 and 50 sen. Coins of 
one ringgit denomination are also 
in circulation. 


Travellers cheques can be 
exchanged for Malaysian Ringgit 
at any bank, hotel or authorised 
money changer. Major credit and 
charge cards such as American 
Express, Visa, Diners Club and 
Master Card are accepted in 
hotels, shopping complexes and 
restaurants. 


Clothes 

Light, cool and casual. Some 
establishments require long- 
sleeved shirts with ties or a batik 
shirt for the evening. You may 
need a jacket or cotton sweater 
for evenings in the highlands. 


Business Hours and Banks 
Generally shops open from 9.30 
am to 7 pm while super-markets 
and department stores operate 
from 10 am to 10 pm. In Johor, 
Kedah, Perlis, Kelantan and 
Terengganu, the weekend is on 
Fridays. Only department stores 
and main shopping centres open 
on Fridays. 


More than 40 commercial banks 
operate in Malaysia with over 
600 branches throughout the 
country. Banking hours are 
as follows: 

Monday to Friday: 10 am to 3 pm. 
Saturday: 9.30 am to 11 am 


For Kedah, Perlis, Kelantan and 
Terengganu, banks open from 10 
am to 3 pm from Saturday to 
Wednesday, from 9.30 am to 
11.30 am on Thursday and close 
on Friday. 
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Telecommunications 
Malaysia has a comprehensive 


` communication system both 


internally and with the rest of the 
world. Overseas calls can be 
made from telephones with the 
International Direct Dialling 
(IDD) facility as easily as local 
Subscriber Trunk Dialling 
(STD). 


Visas 

Commonwealth citizens (except 
from India and Sri Lanka), 
British protected persons and 
citizens of the Republic of Ireland, 
Switzerland, Netherlands, San 
Marino and Lichtenstein do not 
need a visa to enter Malaysia. 
Citizens of the United States, 
Germany, Italy, Norway, Sweden, 
Denmark, Belgium, Japan, South 
Korea, Austria, Finland, 
Luxembourg, Iceland, Tunisia, 
Algeria, Bahrain, Jordan, Kuwait, 
Lebanon, Egypt, Morocco, North 
Yemen, Oman, Qatar, Saudi 
Arabia, Turkey and the United 
Arab Emirates do not require a 
visa for a visit not exceeding 
three months. French nationals 
who intend to stay in Malaysia 
for more than a month are 
required to obtain a visa. 


14-day Visa Free 

For citizens of Afghanistan, Iran, 
Iraq, Libya, Syria and South 
Yemen. 


7-day Visa Free 

For citizens of Albania, Bulgaria, 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Poland, 
Romania and the Commonwealth 
of Independent States (CIS). 


One-month Visa Free 


For citizens of Asean countries, 
Laos and Kampuchea. 
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Extension of stay 

Visitors to Malaysia on social 
visits can extend their stay to six 
months without any pre- 
conditions. 


Customs Allowances 

Items such as cameras, watches, 
pens, lighters, cosmetics, perfume 
and portable cassette players are 
duty free in Malaysia. Visitors 
bringing in dutiable goods such as 
video eguipment may have to pay 
a deposit (normally up to 50% of 
the value) for temporary 
importation, refundable when 
they leave. You are advised to 
carry the receipt of purchase. If 
you pay any tax or deposit, please 
ensure that you are given a 
receipt. 


Agricultural Restrictions 

Plants and seeds may be imported 
into Malaysia under permit 
from the Director-General of 
Agriculture, Kuala Lumpur. 
Applications should be made 
before plants and seeds leave the 
exporting country. Importation of 
animals is controlled by regulations. 
For Peninsular Malaysia, import 
permits should be obtained from 
the Director-General, Veterinary 
Services while in the case of 
Sabah and Sarawak, applications 
should be made to the Director of 
Agriculture of the respective 
States. 


Drug Trafficking 
Illegal trafficking of drugs carries 
the death penalty. 


Health Regulations 

No cholera or smallpox vacci- 
nation is required for travellers 
entering Malaysia. Vaccination is 
required for arrivals from infected 
areas and from yellow fever 
endemic zones except for 
children under 1 year of age.
